beat in the roof whereby a Man had his Leg broke, 
and a Child was fo much hurt that it is fince dead ; 
a houfe was blown down in Highgate, by which a 
child was killed, and the nurfe very much hurt ; 

160 feet of the wall of the King’s Bench prifon was 
blown down; and a fet of new ftables at the foot 
of Walton bridge was blown down at one blaft. 

Monday, at half an hour after eleven, a boat with 
a {culler and three men, was overfet in going thro’ 
London bridge, by which accident two of them 
were drowned. 

In lefs than half an hour after the above accident 
another boat, with men in it, was overfet, and two 
of them were drowned. 

Soon after a lighter laden with coals, funk near 
the bridge, but the man was faved.

The Judge, before he left the town, reprieved 
the fix laft, and ordered the firft five for execution.

Mifs Jeffryes was carried from the goal to the 
court and back in a mourning coach. 


The following remarkable particulars of Mifs Jef- 
fryes’s cafe being genuine, at leaft, not contra- 
digted, we give it the readers as we received it. 

«© On Thurfday, the day after the conviction of 
Mifs Jeffryes, fhe made a full confeffion of her 
crime, and faid, That her uncle took her under his 
care at five years old, and debauched “her at fixteen, 
and lived with her in continual inceft for feveral 
yerrs, but that of late he had taken a liking to fome 
other woman, which occafioned a jealoufy in her, 
as being flighted both in perfon and fortune. 

«© That fhe had had this murder in her thoughts 
for two years paft, but never had a proper oppor 
tunity of getting it executed before, ’till fhe engaged 
and perfuaded Swan, and together with Swan, fhe 
offered Matthews money to execute it, who agreed 
to do it; that upon the night the murder was com- 
mitted, it was agreed between Swan and her that 
they fhould both go up to their Chambers, as if 
they were going to bed, and as foon as the maid had 
locked her door, and was fuppofed to be in bed, 
Mifs Jefferyes came out of her own room, and 
went to Swan’s, and faid Halloh! are you awake ? 
he anfwered, Yes; and he was not undreffed ; then 
fhe went into her uncle’s room to fee if he was 
afleep, and then took a filver tankard, a filver cup, 
and fome filver fpoons, from off a cheft of drawers 
in the deceafed’s room; then fhe and Swan went 
down ftairs, and he took out a new fack from un- 
der the ftairs, and fhe and Swan put the plate and 
and fome pewter and brafs which they took off the 
fhelves in the kitchin, into the fack, ’till fhe faid I 
can do more. Swan and fhe then drank each a 
large dram of brandy; then fhe went up ftairs into 
her chamber, where it was agreed fhe fhould undrefs 
herfelf, and lye ’till a fignal was given by a knock 
at the door or wainfcot, that her uncle was murder- 
ed, when fhe was to open her window, and cry 
out, Diaper! fire and thieves, to alarm the neigh- 
bourhood, She further fays, fhe accidentally fell 
afleep as foon almoft as in bed; but on a fudden 
was waked by fome noife in a fright, when fhe laid 
and liftened, and heared a violent breathing or gafp- 
ing, as if fomebody was under a difficulty in draw- 
ing their breath; then fhe concluded her uncle 
was murdered ; and then opened her window, and 
made the agreed alarm; direétly after which fhe 
came down ftairs, and Swan let her out of the ftreet 
door in her fhift, when fhe ran to Mrs, Diaper’s 
dcor, and as foon as he heard the neighbours were 
coming and thought a fufficient alarm was made, he 
opened the ftreet door again in his fhirt, and run 
out as if he was juft come out of bed in a fright. 
She further.fays, that previous to the executing this 
diabolical defign, they had taken care to cut the 
wire of the bell on the out- fide, which went from 
the mafter’s to the maid’s room, to prevent his call- 
ing the maid.” 

Swan fays, that he did not do the murder, but 
that Matthews, who came in at the garden gate, 
which Swan left open for that purpofe, aétually did 
it with one of the deceafed’s piftols, which was 
hanging up in the kitchin; and Swan cut a bullet, 
which he took out of a drawer in the kitchin, to 
make it fit the piftol, And he is implacable againft 
Mits Jefferyes for having made any confeffion of this 
melancholy and wicked Affair. 

Mifs Elizabeth Jeffryes is about 26 years of age, 
of a middling ftature, a ruddy complexion, a tole- 
rable good fhape, but inclinable to be fat, and parti- 
clarly remarkable for the neatnefs of her hand. 
Her uncle, who had acquired his wealth more by his
